Milford Haven’s son wrote that “At that date the manuscript was complete, but the printing and editing had not 
been completed, so that for a time the work remained in abeyance.. .With my mother’s concurrence, therefore, my wife and I decided that the best form of tribute 
we could pay to my father’s memory would be to publish this final volume, thus completing the work that had been interrupted by the author’s death...To my 
father this work meant much more than the mere cataloguing of his collection of medals, and in truth he has produced a medallic history of all Navies; a perpetual 
memorial to the great traditions of the sea.” The final volume features over 150 pages of indispensable information, with numerous fine illustrations, on medals 
of the United States of America. Featured are chapters on Christopher Columbus medals, a chronological list of American medals, commemorative medals, life¬ 
saving medals, a general index, and an index of inscriptions.

Adams notes that “most of 
the quarto plate editions were printed in runs of 100. Two exceptions are Siedlecki (1911) and Jenks (1921) of which only fifty and sixty were made respectively.” 
The only problem is that for every plated Siedlecki appearing on the market a half dozen plated Jenks sales appear. Though rated B+ by Adams, the Siedlecki 
sale is one of the least important plated large format Chapman catalogues. Our guess is that demand was low and that only a dozen or so Siedlecki catalogues 
with plates were actually distributed. It is known that a number of loose sets of plates were found in the Chapman estate, without accompanying quarto text. 
The Siedlecki catalogue is the only Chapman sale issued without plates in octavo format and with plates in quarto format. Both the content and its dual format 
suggest that originally it was to be issued as a small size sale. Perhaps S. H. misunderstood Henry’s instructions and prepared large format plates instead of 
small. Or perhaps it was a marketing innovation that did not meet with success. Every other plated Siedlecki sale we recall having seen or handled was bound 
in the familiar Chapman style, i.e. white cloth and boards. Perhaps the example offered here was an advance copy, sent unbound to Raymond or another 
numismatist of the day whose library he later acquired.

Given the Fulds’ intense interest in the topic, it would have been almost inconceivable for them not to 
have had a copy. The work was based on the collection in the Cabinet of the American Philosophical Society, presented by Chase, and varieties described from 
other collections are identified by an asterisk. Collectors were encouraged “to assist in completing the collection of Token currency” by sending “specimens, 
duplicates, or descriptions of such varieties as are not mentioned in this catalogue, to the Curators, Mr. Fr. Peale, or to the Librarian of the Society.” The work 
is divided into seven main categories: Business Cards; Portraits; Equestrian Statues, Fancy Heads, and Human Figures; Animals; Flags; Miscellaneous Devices; 
and Mottoes. The author, 1820-1886, was a noted scientist and prolific writer. Chase entered Harvard University at age 15, stating as his object the acquisition 
of“honorable fame.” In 1864, he was awarded the Magellanic Medal by the American Philosophical Society for his paper on “Numerical relations between Gravity 
and Magnetism.” He easily achieved his college goal and, though little known, his pioneering numismatic work makes him an especially notable figure in that 
discipline. Greatly eclipsed by subsequent works, Chase’s landmark work remains of use in that it establishes with certainty that all tokens listed were made 
no later than September 1863.

Ex Henry H. Clifford estate. A remarkable body of materials. It, along with John J. Ford, Jr.’s August 1967 The Franklin Hoard of United States Assay Office 
of Gold Coins and Walter Breen's 1967 Evidence to be Read at the Trial of the Knave of Hearts: Report on the Controversial USAOG $20 Coins (PF Hoard) to 
the Garland-Ryan Arbitration Panel, helps to complete the record concerning this famous, still unresolved, controversy. To our knowledge, it is the first time 
that a copy of Eric P. Newman’s Inquiry has come to market — or any of the additional documents and letters included here, for that matter. In the late 1950’s, 
a hoard of 1853 United States Assay Office of Gold coins were unearthed by Paul Franklin in Arizona. Many of these coins were subsequently marketed by New 
Netherlands Coin Company. One of the coins, a “proof’ $20.00, later was purchased from Tom Ryan by Paul Garland who became convinced that it was not 
genuine and was not a proof. Garland brought the matter before the Professional Numismatists Guild arbitration committee at the 1966 A. N. A. Convention 
where Newman’s Inquiry was presented, asserting that the USAOG hoard coins were modem counterfeits. Newman’s March 1967 Report is an analysis of an 
USAOG “proofing” ingot sent by Leo Young, at the suggestion of the arbitrators, for examination. In August 1967 the PNG arbitration committee again met at 
the A. N. A. Convention and it was here that John Ford presented his well known response. Breen’s lesser known manuscript was prepared independently and 
presents his own findings as an amicus curiae or “friend of the court.” Though written from entirely different viewpoints, their conclusions largely compliment 
each other and strongly support the authenticity of the coins in question. Garland’s inflammatory letter to John Duncan eventually ended up in the hands of 
the Smithsonian Institution’s S. Dillon Ripley. He responded to Emanuel Celler in part: “careful study has been given to its content, much of which refers 
obscurely to matters.. .which do not appear to be germane to the legislation pending before your Committee. Disregarding these references to problems elsewhere, 
as well as the personal remarks which might be considered actionable in another context, the letter may be summarized as alleging that the Lilly Collection 
contains ‘many counterfeit pieces’...” Ripley goes on to recount Abe Kosoffs favorable “appraisal, report, and supporting testimony” and to note that “most of 
these coins were acquired from Stack’s, New York, who implicitly guaranteed their authenticity at the time of sale to Mr. Lilly.” He concludes with Dr. V. Clain- 
Stefanelli’s opinion that there was “no evidence whatever to support the unsubstantiated allegations made by Mr. Garland.” Don Taxay’s detailed January 30, 
1968 letter concludes: “On the basis of my own examination of the subject, supplemented by Walter Breen’s die study and the affidavits of Prof. Woodbury and 
other qualified experts, I would not hesitate to pronounce the hoard genuine...The case for their genuineness is overwhelming and irrefutable. ” The Feb. 16, 
1968 Taxay-Breen letter is critical of the decision reached by the Carr-Bergen-Merkin Panel that the Ryan-Garland coin was not a proof, noting that the chairman 
of the panel had not even read Breen’s report but that they were able to dispel “the erroneous notion expressed by Mr. Carr that ‘proof was a condition as is 
‘uncirculated.” Both of Taxay’s Statements recount the decision reached by the Arbitration Panel on February 15-17,1968. He describes the vitriolic “so-called 
‘inquiry’” held on February 15th and the initial decision reached the following day, stating “that the Ryan-Garland coin was ‘not a genuine proof U. S. Assay 
Office twenty-dollar gold coin.” He continues: “This information was conveyed to me by Mr. Abe Kosoff who was present.. .He says that as he found the wording 
of the decision ambiguous, he questioned Mr. Carr and Mr. Merkin about it. Mr. Bergen was not then present. Mr. Kosoff asked Mr. Merkin whether he thought 
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the coin was not a proof, but was a genuine coin. Mr. Merkin said yes, and that they were unanimous in their belief that it was not a proof coin. Mr. Kosoff then 
asked Mr. Carr if he thought the coin was genuine. Mr. Carr, according to Mr. Kosoff, said he was not certain. Mr. Kosoff pressed him for a direct reply, and 
Mr. Carr is said to have finally asserted (unofficially) that he thought the coin was a fake. He also said that Mr. Bergen was of the same opinion. Subsequently, 
in semi-private session, the Panel members decided to revise their opinion, and did so by deleting the word ‘genuine’ so that it now stated ‘not a proof U.S. Assay 
Office twenty-dollar gold coin.’” Taxay’s second deposition concludes: “In my opinion, the Panel has failed utterly to perform the duty it accepted with regard 
to the Ryan-Garland dispute, and has conducted itself with a most amazing disregard for arbitration procedures.” Professional Numismatists Guild President 
Leo Young’s “final report” diplomatically states that “the panel had no concrete evidence that the coin was genuine and on the other hand, they had no concrete 
evidence that the coin was false.. .The panel, of course, was unanimous that the Garland/Ryan coin is not a Proof coin.” Young’s March 8th, 1968 letter to the 
three panel members, however, is excoriating: “Your Chairman, Ronnie Carr, came into my office recently to return sundry items I had supplied him with 
regarding this controversy, as well as to present me with a signed copy of your decision on this problem. To say I was disappointed, is to put it mildly. I received 
and heard many praiseworthy comments regarding the quality, integrity and the forthrightness of you three men. I felt we had men of such calibre that they 
could not be intimidated, bluffed, coerced, or backed into a comer. However, I was wrong. After all the work, time, concern and numismatic national interest 
evolved by this problem, and then for you three men to render an opinion that the coin was ‘NOT PROOF’ and nothing else is, to me, almost unbelievable. You 
well know that was never the problem to be considered. All of John Ford’s early correspondence refers to this coin as Proof-like. Garland made the flat charge 
that the coin was false; a phony, a counterfeit. Now, if you believe the coin ‘genuine’ why did you not say so? Or, if you believed it ‘false,’ why did you not say 
so? With your weak report, of only saying the coin was not a Proof, you in reality are evading the issue; why? Because you don’t know? Then say so. Because 
you were scared? Then say so.” Young’s letter concludes: “Based on your ‘report’ as my guide, I think you owe John Ford a warm letter for his patience, 
perseverance, and the terrible maligning he suffered by innuendo. Apparently, he came through this ordeal with his position intact.”

For this reason, it is desired that when referring to this work the varieties should be announced and known as Hays. No. 1, 2, 3, etc.” The copy at hand features 
numerous pencil notes made by the same collector who annotated the Chapman and Doughty works offered elsewhere in this sale (vide lots 320 & 331). The 
annotations present here are similar and often quite interesting but do not include an inventory of the collection.

Unique. The manuscript changes appear to have been incorporated in the published work. A prolific author on a wide variety of obsolete paper money topics 
(Frank Katen enumerates eighty publications), this relatively early work is certainly among Muscalus’ most important numismatic contributions. In the 
introduction, he notes: “With the early incorporations of banks in the United States... Most states utilized bank-stock investments or taxation as a means to aid 
public education. In fact.. .the money distributed to school districts by the State was derived entirely or almost entirely from bank-stock investments or taxation 
of banks...The purpose of this investigation is to trace the use of banking enterprises by the States as a means of financing public education between 1796 and 
1866.” Arranged by State, the work contains much valuable information on specific banks and their operations. In real life, Muscalus was a college teacher and 
longtime proprietor of “Acres of Books,” a used book store in Trenton, New Jersey. One wonders where he found time to write so many detailed numismatic works.

Ex New Netherlands Coin Company, Inc. A complete set of all major New Netherlands publications, comprising the firm’s own reference set. Unique. By today’s 
standards, NN catalogues look rather mean. There are no color illustrations or glossy stock, little hyperbole, relatively few illustrations, and the format is 
unimpressive. Add modest estimates plus conservative assessments of condition and you have a recipe for disaster. Wrong. New Netherlands catalogues, from 
the 1950’s on, possess a quality rarely present in catalogues of the time and not consistently present even today. CONTENT. The firm excelled in selling 
Numismatica Americana — no junk but relatively few mainline rarities. Large cents, colonials, medals and tokens, obsolete paper, pioneer gold, etc., these were 
NN’s forte. Yet the key to the firm’s success was not the quality of the material it handled but how it was presented. Each item was meticulously described, 
incorporating and often presenting for the first time the latest research. The illustrations, while relatively few, were of a quality rarely exceeded since the use 
of special editions featuring photographic illustrations faded into obscurity in the 1920’s. The results? NN got the best prices and helped develop a whole 
generation of inquisitive and dedicated collectors. Their catalogues were a siren’s song to informed numismatists, perhaps best expressed in the words of Spink 
& Son’s venerable price code: COME AND BUY. New Netherlands catalogues remain, two decades after the last sale, an indispensable source of information. John 
Adams beautifully summarizes their significance: “the New Netherlands catalogues represent something special in American numismatics. They demonstrate 
with eloquence that the business of dealing in coins can also embrace the functions of educating the collector and preserving the traditions of the hobby. In so 
doing the members of the firm have set an example which, though rarely observed, will nonetheless act as a beacon to the profession in years to come.”

(excepting of course the 1887 Linderman sale which never took place). Most significantly, the volume at hand once belonged to the man who wrote the book and, 
perhaps more than anyone, helped to popularize these wonderful metallic witnesses of “what might have been.”

Ormsby was proprietor of the New York Bank Note Company and one of the founders of the Continental 
Bank Note Company Undeniably written with the author’s own business interests in mind, this work nonetheless provides unparalleled insights into the topics 
covered. His detailed exposition of the methods of bank note engraving employed at the time is especially valuable. Ormsby’s basic premise is stated in the 
introduction: The Art of Bank Note Engraving as practised in the United States, essentially differs from that of any other country. Our mode is more expeditious 
and our notes more beautiful; but that important feature, security against forgery, which ought to be paramount to every other consideration, seems to have been 
a most entirely disregarded, or, at least, to have escaped that attention, which a subject of such importance deserves.” His solution to the problem was a marriage 
of technology and craftsmanship, aptly described in the Dictionary of American Biography: “During the first quarter of the nineteenth century the process of 
bank-note engraving was cheapened and facilitated by the introduction of machinery, and by the end of the century craftsmanship had been almost entirely 
superceded^ Ormsby represented a curious combination of the two techniques. He was a versatile and accomplished inventor of machinery to facilitate the 
processes of engraving, but he was bitterly opposed to the complete replacement of the artist-craftsman. He held that notes should be engraved upon a single 
plate, with careful craftsmanship exerted on the design and interdependence of the composition. The counterfeiter would thus be foiled ‘not because he does not 
know how the work is done but because he cannot do it’ ( Cycloidal Configurations, p. 37).” An 1853 letter by Ormsby written to Franklin Pierce sheds further 
hfnH of IT S °l U !°w ^ y P /fu 1810 h Z e 3 bank n0t ® — deSlgn ° r P lcture > with a11 the lettering interwoven in it.

Attinelli page 14. Adams B. The role of Augustus B. Sage in the early development of American numismatics is largely unappreciated today. In a brief period 
of time, his contributions were valuable and many. According to Adelson, Sage “was one of the most important founders of the (American Numismatic) Society.” 
Informal meetings in 1858 at his residence, in fact, led to its formation. His writings in the New York Sunday Dispatch in 1857, entitled “Gleanings from Coins,” 
were widely read and prompted a series of witty responses from Charles Bushnell. Sage conducted his first coin auction in 1855 and held three more in 1859, 
of which the Bogert sale is the most notable. Priced and named copies are rare. Buyers at the sale included Bushnell, Groh, Lewis, Curtis, Oliver, Lawrence, 
Foskett and many others whose names today are unknown. According to Attinelli, the sale totalled $2,198.47 (this copy says $2197.48, noting: “Correct Total 
from the Returns of Bogert”), the highest price ever achieved at an American coin auction at the time. By way of comparison, Edward Cogan’s famous first sale, 
held a few months earlier, brought $128.63. The Sage letter accompanying this volume offers a “splendid collection of Coins and Medals” consisting of some 2,500 
specimens, “together with a descriptive Catalogue.” Priced at $2,500, the collection, including the catalogue and a cabinet, was deemed “very suitable for a 
University or any Institution.”

It includes portraits of the main 
participants, including the designer Gertrude Lathrop and her “Fatt Calfe” model (preparing to plant a kiss on Gertrude’s cheek). It even features a poem by 
the author (“Beautiful coin, so silvery white”). Humorous aspects aside, this work remains the most detailed account ever written surrounding the issuance of 
a commemorative half dollar. Even the poem is instructive. In their work on commemoratives, Swiatek and Breen wrote: “Many people believe that the figure 
in the late 17th century is meant for John Pell, but this is unconfirmed.” Mrs. Skipton rhapsodizes: “On your reverse you bear the Lily-of-France/While on obverse 
once more the Tatt calfe’ doth prance/And Lord Pell in a costume befitting the day/Receives him as ‘quit rent’—so our annals do say.” Further on she writes: “To 
protect the collector, when we found our profits supplied an ample sum for our Celebration purposes with New Rochelle’s demands for the coins filled, we returned 
to the Mint for melting a quantity of the coins; as soon as the Celebration was over the unsold balance was at once returned for melting, this upholding the price 
and keeping faith with the collector.”

Montreal. Slafter (1816-1906) was a noted Protestant Episcopal clergyman and author. He graduated from Dartmouth in 1840 and subsequently studied at the 
Andover Theological Seminary. He was ordained a priest in 1845. An interest in genealogy soon ripened into historical research and he served as secretary (1865- 
1866), vice-president (1886-1880), and president (1880-1906) of the Prince Society, an organization formed in 1858 to preserve and extend the knowledge of 
American history by editing and printing important source material. Slafter’s main numismatic work was a great improvement over the chapter on the topic 
in Hickcox’s 1858 Historical Account of American Coinage, but it, in turn, was soon superseded by Crosby’s 1875 magnum opus. Today, The Vermont Coinage 
is a fabled American numismatic rarity. If all fifty copies were actually distributed, it would appear that few have survived. Only one copy has come to market 
in the modem era, in a 1990 Orville Grady sale and subsequently in the first Champa sale. The example at hand is inscribed, superior in condition, and features 
a fine provenance.

A three term member of the House of Representatives from North Carolina, Stanly surprisingly attacks “various abuses” and proposes reducing the salary of 
the Superintendent of the Charlotte Mint, Col. John Hill Wheeler, to “no more than fifteen hundred dollars a year.” Though he admits “that this branch mint 
has been thus far a mere humbug” he opposes “the proposition to discontinue operations there before the experiment has been tested.” His actions appear to 
be at least in part politically motivated and, while criticizing the Administration, he notes that “as North Carolina has hitherto had little from the General 
Government comparatively, I am more unwilling to take from her whatever of advantage this branch mint may be.” Hq comments on some of the expenditures 
of a democratic superintendent of a branch mint” as follows: “A scroll sofa, a mahogany press bedstead, a hair mattress, six mahogany chairs, and a chair covered 
with morocco for office—with the democratic odor from best double dahlias, chacorus japonicas, &c„ &c., must afford wonderful facilities for coining the yellow 
boys. Was ever a nation humbugged as ours has been!” The construction of a summer house, carriage-house, ice house and a bathing house were castigated: “What 
snug arrangements for coining money? What glorious specimens of democratic economy!!” He notes that “In December, 1839, the Imaum of Muscat wrote the 
President of the United States a letter, and sent him several presents. If the bottle of oil of rose could be retained by our democratic Majesty, I hope one demijon 
o rose water will be sent to the branch mint at Charlotte, N. C.” Originally a Whig, Stanly later moved to California where he unsuccessfully ran for governor 
as the Republican candidate in 1857. Undoubtedly entertaining and amusing, Stanly’s “Remarks” also provide considerable insight into the tangled affairs at 
the earlv branch mints

Mickley’s Great 
Collection.” and reads in part: “Mr. Mickley, early in life, displayed a penchant for the collection of coins that resulted in a very few years in giving him great 
celebrity among those whose lives were devoted to kindred pursuits.. .Many will remember the famous robbery which took place in his house on Market Street, 
in 1867, when over half his collection, valued at $19,000, was stolen, and that shortly after the event he disposed of the remainder for $16,000.. .At a somewhat 
earlier time, Mr. Mickley betrayed a leaning toward bibliomania, and although during the remainder of his life he never entirely ceased the collection of coins, 
his books seemed to be the greatest object of his solitude, and he left behind at his death a library rich in rare and curious volumes of all countries and on all 
subjects.” An account of the books and autographs to be sold follows, along with a brief overview of the coins. The article closes by adding that “the sale of the 
entire collection is expected to last one week—morning, afternoon and evening. Connoisseurs value the collection at nqprly one hundred thousand dollar (sic).”

Jackson was a Boston 
stock broker who began collecting coins in 1888. Nearly 500 patterns were offered, including many great rarities, comprising, according to the auction firm, “the 
largest and finest collection ever catalogued for sale.” The plated edition, “bound in fine blue cloth, stamped with gold,” sold for $5.00. While perhaps more 
available than other plated United States Coin Company sales, it would appear that relatively few “De Luxe edition” copies were issued and they seldom come 
to market today.

Not in the American Numismatic Society Auction Catalogue and the first copy we have ever seen of this legendary catalogue. Apparently, it also had not been 
seen by Newman or Bressett when their classic work The Fantastic 1804 Dollar was published in 1962. The conjecture that the illustration in the Weyl catalogue 
was that of an electrotype of the Idler 1804 dollar (vide page 92) is clearly mistaken. The 1804 dollar depicted in the catalogue at hand is clearly Type 1 without 
any signs of wear, consistent with the Newman-Bressett “Dexter” description, although the portion of the edge depicted [DOLLAR ** O] appears to be relatively 
distinct except for the second L and the R. Collotype or Lichtdruck illustrations, while of excellent quality, are photographically-printed from plaster casts and, 
though the quality of detail is excellent, toning or proof surfaces are not apparent. This might account for the differences perceived by Ed Frossard when 
comparing it with the same coin sold in 1885 by the Chapmans, these “differences” apparently being the basis for the Newman-Bressett Idler electrotype theory. 
The assertion the Chapmans might have “laundered” this coin may need reassessment as well. That such a rare American coin would appear in a German auction 
is not as unlikely as it might initially appear to be. During this time period, the Weyl firm made a specialty of offering important collections of “iiberseeischer 
miinzen,” often featuring extensive selections of North, Central and South American coins, tokens and medals. The famous 1879 Fonrobert sale, for example, 
featured over 6,000 lots of North American coins, tokens and medals and several thousand Central and South American lots. In addition, while the 1804 dollar 
stands out, the American coins in the sale clearly formed a meaningful collection. It is also true that the Chapmans regularly traveled to Europe to attend major 
coin auctions and Samuel Hudson is known to have participated in archeological excavations there. John Adams speculates that S. H.’s “summer-long ‘research’ 
trips to the continent” may have been a factor in the breakup of the brothers’ partnership. Thus, it would appear to be quite possible that the collection was viewed 
by the Chapmans sometime during the Summer of 1884 (nearly a year elapsed between the June 9-14, 1884 sale of the Warner collection and their next sale, 
the May 14-15,1885 sale featuring the “Weyl” dollar, in which sale a number of other choice Weyl acquisitions were also offered). If the coin was indeed “planted,” 
the Chapmans may still be prime suspects but it is also possible that another American dealer or source near the Mint placed it. Weyl termed the 1804 dollar 
in the sale “tadellos, noch nicht im Verkehr gewesen” (flawless, uncirculated), going on to comment on the similarity of the coin to the Cohen specimen and the 
quality of the edge lettering “Genau mit der Abblildung der im Jahre 1875 zu New-York versteigerten No. 535 der Collection Cohen ubereinstimmend; 
Randschrift jedoch auf vorgliegendem Exemplar nur schwach ausgepragt.” No reference is made to the choice Sanford 1804 dollar sold the year before Cohen’s' 
perhaps a ploy to accentuate the superiority of the Weyl coin over the Cohen dollar. A remarkable find, the Weyl catalogue offered here was discovered in a bound 
volume of period European sales from the library of the Antiquarian and Numismatic Society of Montreal and, quite likely, it was originally part of the library 
of Robert Wallace McLachlan which was transferred to the Chateau de Ramezay in 1922. The catalogue is a fabled rarity (we personally have been looking for 
a copy for years and had half-serious doubts about its very existence). It answers some questions, begs more, but is an essential, valuable, and most elusive piece 
of that vast mosaic of literature forming the basis for American numismatic research. [Our thanks to P. Scott Rubin for his cogent observations and help in 
researching some of the information incorporated into the description of this lot).

The item 
at hand appears to be a new, condensed version of this work and the mounting of each leaf suggests that it might be a proof copy and may in fact have never 
been published. The preface still refers to “these memoirs” but the text consists solely of careful descriptions of each medal with a note on the “occasion” 
commemorated. Bushnell’s proclivity for American medals is well known and his pencil annotations appear to comprise an inventory of his own collection, along 
with names of engravers and other interesting observations. He notes that he lacks only four medals and holds some in more than one metal. A unique copy, 
indeed perhaps the only surviving copy, of an enigmatic early American numismatic work.

One of ONLY SEVENTY-FIVE COPIES PRINTED of the first substantial work on the topic. The supplement is inscribed in ink at the head of the title: “Mr Andrew 
C Zabriskie with the respects of the author.” In the preface to this extremely rare work, Zabriskie proclaims that “I believe very few pieces have escaped my 
observation, and they are probably those known as mules.” In the even rarer supplement published two years later by Henry Holland, a major collector of the 
series, no, less than 110 new varieties were listed. Holland and Zabriskie both condemned “the mischievous practice of muling” but Holland disagreed with 
Zabriskie s cataloguing of “varieties in metal as separate medals.” After deducting them from both totals, he states that the “real number of medals described 
by Zabriskie is one hundred and nine, and the number described by me is thirty-eight.” The supplement originally appeared in the American Journal of 
Numismatics. This separate pnntingis more pleasingly arranged and the text differs slightly. Holland enumerates 110 “Lincoln Medals notin Zabriskie from 
my collection and from the collection of Mr. S. S. Crosby.” Zabriskie took umbrage at the article, proclaiming in the April, 1875 issue of the AJN that he had 
his own supplement awaiting publication” and that “It might be supposed when Mr. H. W. H. criticises my work so closely, that he should give us a Supplementary 
List, remarkable alike for its fullness and accuracy.” In the copy at hand, the word “out” is written before four listings, presumably by Zabriskie Holland’s 
response to his critique in the same issue expresses “regret that the list of Lincoln Medals sent you should have so much annoyed Mr. Zabriskie.” Undaunted 
however, he goes on to list 103 additional new varieties, noting that his two supplements now contained more different numbers than Zabriskie’s proposed 
supplement and that the new listings can hardly fail to be of service to him.” In his own copy of Woodward’s 1878 sale of the Holland collection offered elsewhere 
a J ’, ‘ e n ° teS th t, P T^ aSe ° f n ° leSS than f ° Urteen ofHolland ’ s Lincoln medals - Presumably being ones not in his own collection. 

I^ehnw f m ent was ever pulWished separately and whether, if so, Holland had the temerity to present a copy to Zabriskie, we do not know but 

somehow doubt. Ultimately, Zabnskie published his Medalhc History of Abraham Lincoln in the 1900-1901 Proceedings of the American Numismatic Society. 
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
